Race Rule Changed 
By Hunt Association 


Board of Stewards Grant Rider 
Certificates And Training Li- 
censes In Meeting Feb. 10 


With the opening race for hunt 
meeting horses at Camden tomor- 
row, speculation is running rife as to 
the eventual effect that the change 
of Rule 73 in the by-laws of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Assoc- 
iation will have on hunt racing. The 
Hunt Race season officially starts on 
March 19 with the Sandhills Races 
at Southern Pines. The new rule of 
the association, made effective last 
summer, precludes the possibility of 
an Amateur Rider training horses. 

However, those, who held Ama- 
teur Certificates from the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
prior to this change, are still entitled 
to ride and train. Amateur 
Certificate holders are governed by 
the provision set forth in Rule 
Section IV. They are not allowed to 
accept outside mounts (horses train- 
ed by anyone else), when a horse un- 
der their control 
trainers has been entered in the 
same race, except by permission of 
the Stewards of the Association and 
only then for a reason in keeping 
with the best interests of racing. No 
new Amateur Certificates will be 
granted to horses 
other than 
family’s. 

This variance in the regulations 
which have held for some years tends 
to increase the demand for profes- 
sional jockeys, as it will the

of both riding and training other 
people’s horses. Such outstanding

“Often do the spirits of great 
events stride on before’ and so in the 
Middleburg community there was a 
pioneering spirit of the Telephone 
company, who will never be forgot- 
ten by her many friends, who knew 
her always as Mrs. Yates, the blind 
Middleburg operator.

these only Mr. Welsh now is living. 
From this beginning, the C & P has 
stemmed 100 lines out of Middleburg 
and whereas in 1907 Mrs. Yates oper- 
ated alone on a ‘‘25-hour day’’, the 
personnel has been increased to three 
operators working in six and one-half 
hour shifts. ‘‘My hours of work were 
700 a. m. to 9:00 p. m. anda

should Ladies be allowed to ride in 
open events. First, I’ve heard it 
talked, it isn’t fair they say. The 
girls do not carry the weight, and 
when it really comes to riding to the 
best place in a fence, it would not be 
fair to use the tactics that two men 
would use under the same circum- 
stance. Why not have a ladies’ race, 
and men’s too, over the same course, 
both at catch weights, and against 
time, and a grand prize for the best 
conformed winning horse. 

Another Point-to-Point point: why 
not have flagged courses, so that 
visiting riders wouldn’t have to tag 
along and play follow the leader, 
when possibly if they knew the coun- 
try, their horses could carry them 
out in front, before viewing the 
finish. 

Yours for some similarity of Point- 
to-Point meetings, at least if your 
noble paper has no ideas, let me ask 
other readers to write in their views.

tion those minor classics, the Caro- 
lina Cup, the Virginia Gold Cup, and 
others. 

Most of us would like to see two 
timber races at each meeting, one for 
first rate horses, and another for 
maidens, but last year shortage of 
timber horses made this unfair to the 
public, most of whom would rather 
see a good struggle between five or 
more inferior horses than between 
two first rate ones. 

After consulting various friends, I 
have come to the conclusion that one 
timber race at our meeting on April 
9th is essential to the interests of the 
sport, and the conditions below are 
designed to give young horses a 
chance against the cracks. 

Criticism through your columns 
will certainly stimulate thought and 
help the cause of Hunt racing. 

Steeplechase for 4-year-olds and 
upward. About 3 miles over post and 
rail. Weights: 4-year-olds to carry 
155 pounds, 5-year-olds to carry 163 
pounds, six-year-olds and upward to 
carry 167 pounds. Winners in 1937- 
38 to carry the following penalties: 
of $300 or two races, 5 pounds; of 
$500 or three races, 8 pounds; of 
$700 or four races 10 pounds; of 


$900 or 5 races, 12 pounds. Non- 
winners 1937-38 allowed three 
pounds. Maidens 5 pounds. 


It will be seen that a four-year-old 
maiden with rider claiming ten 
pounds will carry 135 pounds where- 
as an aged winner at Sandhills and 
Camden, say, will carry 175 pounds. 
Admittedly this is a great weight, 
but in England where the going is 
far heavier, I have seen a good horse 
win carrying a similar penalty.
